PACIFIC OCEAN GETS WARMER 


Fish Go Northward as Tempera- 
ture Reaches 78.4 Degrees. , 
By the Associated Press. 

LA JOLLA, Cal., Sept. 7.—Prof. 
George F. McEwen of the Univer- 
sity of California’s Scripps Institu- 
tion of Oceanography said yester- 
day a new record for temperature 
haa been made in the Pacific 
Ocean. 

The institution has kept\records 
since 1916, but in all that time 
the temperature of the water has 
never before reached the mark of 
78.4 degrees now prevalent, he 
said. The previous record was 
73.3, recorded Aug. 10, 1916. 
Tropical fish have been migrating 
northward since the water became 
warmer. Recently a 1400-pound 
sea bat was caught off Los Angeles 
harbor, which is several hundred 
miles north of its habitat. 


would take our folding boat and 
land upon an ice cake to photo- 
graph the operations. Some good 
pictures were obtained. 

Two Leaks in Ship. 

Much anxiety was felt when we 
sprang a leak in the walls of the 
diving compartment, but this has 
been partly remedied. There is 
another, however, in the laboratory 
wall, and these two keep the for- 
ward part of the ship damp and 
cold. 

Our oil fuel has served us splen- 
didly despite the cold and difficult 
conditions. Our trouble with lubri- 
cation was not because of the oil 
itself but because we had failed to 
insulate or protect the pipes. In 
fact, the conditions we have met 
are not insurmountable. 

We believe that a specially built 
submarine would have little diffi- 
culty in crossing the Arctic Sea. 

Throughout the whole period in 
the Arctic and particularly those 
six days when we were out of com- 
munication with the civilized world, 
the behavior and work of our crew 
have been splendid. Despite the 
two leaks sprung by the Nautilus, 
we are more than ever convinced 
that the submarine is the Arctic 
exploration ship of the future. 

In the ice -pack our crew 
worked arduously and long. Frozen 


galley tanks mean endless work 
for the electricians and cooks. The 
oil rubberized in the feed lines to 
the engines and Kept the engineers 
busy thawing out their plants. 


Deck Officers Exposed. 

The deck officers were badly ex- 
posed when we were on the sur- 
face. They donned their heaviest 
clothing to keep their bodies warm, 
but their faces were uncovered to 
the elemen‘ts and became deeply 
bronzed and furrowed. Yet, the 
conditions were not  uncomfort- 
able. 

We, of course, had originally ex- 
pected to be free of ice and some 
600 miles still farther south by this 
time. The season for high latitude 
work is now over and we must 
head for Spitzbergen. 

We now feel the cold even more 
greatly than farther north A 
-strong wind blows across the deck 
and the superstructure is white 
with snow and ice that hangs. from 
the radio mast and the lifelines 
stretched &Blong the deck, but we 
are grateful to all those who gave 
us this opportunity and to Lincoln 
Elisworth,: who, with his knowl- 
edge of the Arctic, gave us great

CHILDREN, MARC 
PAST LENIN TOMB 


Paraders in Moscow’s Red 
Square Salute Head of 
the Soviet Union and 
Communist Leaders. 


SKYROCKETS RISE 
FROM MOVING LINES 


‘‘Our Report to Stalin” Is 
Motto Borne on Banners 
as Procession Sweeps By 
Four Abreast.

MOSCOW, Sept 7.—Thousands 0 
Russia’s young citizens marched las 
evéning through Red Square in a 
great demonstration commemiorat 
ing International Youth’s day. 

With floodlights beating down on 
the square and with torchlights in 
the procession casting glow over 
the scene, youths ranging from S 
to 25 years marched slowly past 
the tomb of Lenin. 

They saluted President Kalinin, 
Maxim Gorki anda score of other 
Soviet leaders who watched from an 
observation platform. Bands blared 
and rockets shot skyward. Ban- 
ners waved and in the deepening 
twilight continuous volleys of 
cheers echoed from thousands of 
throats as the embryo proletarians 
swept by in columns of four, ex- 
tending the entire width of the 
square. 

300,000 to 500,000 in Line. 
Estimates of the number of 
marchers ranged from 300,000 to 
500,000. There were the pioneers 
and young Communists, the juve- 
nile branches of the Communist 
party, and also a majority of the 
youth of Moscow and nearby pro- 
vinces., 
Converging on the square from 
three different streets, the youth 
presented an impressive picture of 
orderliness, marching in varied 
uniforms. Large brigades of nat- 
tily uniformed boys and girls com- 
prising the pioneers and young 
Communist sections, and the naval 
and military recruits, kept step 
with children in tattered clothing 
who did not have time to go home 
and change. 

Small Children in Parade. 
Tots so small they were almost 
swallowed up in the line of march 
tried proudly and, valiantly to keep 
step with their elders. 

Prominent among the banners 
carried and repeated many times 
throughout the parade, was one 
which bore the inscription “Our 
Report to Stalin.” 

Hours before the march began— 
it took two hours for the line to 


pass through Red Square — the 
youths mobilized on downtown 
streets, on which wall traffic was 
halted, 


International Youths’ day was 
first observed 16 years ago at the 
conference of revolutionary unions 
of youth at Berne, Switzerland, 
Newspapers yesterday quoted 
the appeal of the Young Com- 
munists’ Internationale: 

“The growth of contradictions 
between the systems of rotting 
capitalism and victorious Socialism 
makes the danger of war and in- 
tervention against the Soviet Union 
most possible. It is therefore the 
revolutionary duty of the proletar- 
ian youth of the world to defend 
the union. Down with imperialism 
war and intervention against the 
Soviets! Up with the Soviet Union 
of all the world!” 

The newspaper Pravda called on 
every member of the Communist 
party to recruit one young new 
Communist. 


700 DROWNED, 70 VILLAGES 
HIT BY NEW FLOOD IN CHINA 


Twenty Thousand Persons Home- 
less in Yellow River Overflow 
Around Mengtsing in Honan.

SHANGHAI, Sept. 7.—Partial 


confirmation was received today of 
reports of a new disaster in China 


due to the Yellow River’s inundat- 
ing a large area in Honan Prov- 
ince with heavy loss of life, in ad- 
dition to the 350,000 who perished 
recently in Kiangsu Province and 
Yangtze Valley floods. 

Seven hundred were drowned in 
the Mengtsing district, 30 | miles 
west of Kunghsien, Honan Prov- 
ince, said a Nanking dispatch ‘to 
the Kuomin news agency. Seventy. 
villages near Mengtsing were sub- 
merged and 20,000 made homeless, 
Inquiries telegraphed to Mission 
Station near Kunghsien and. along 
tie Tungkwan-Lanchow Railway 
were unanswered, increasing an- 
iety concerning the flood. .

WIFE ADMITS PLOT 
WITH HUSBAND TO 
GET HIS INSURANCE 


Iowa Woman Says Mate 
Went Away and Body 


in His Burned Auto Came 
From Morgue. 


HE NOW IS UNDER 
ARREST FOR BIGAMY 


Married in Kansas, It Is Al- 
leged, After He Had 


Promised to Return Home 
in ‘‘Year or So.” 


By the Associated Press. 
PERRY, Ia., Sept. 7.—The wife 


of John H. Smith, once Farmer- 
Labor candidate for Governor of 
Iowa, confessed today that she ar- 
ranged with her husband to col- 


lect life insurance through a plot 
by which he disappeared Feb. 3, 
leaving an embalmed body in his 
burned automobile. 

Smith is now in jail at Adel, Ia., 
on a charge of bigamy, having 
been married to a young woman in 
Kansas, during his absence, and the 
appearance of this woman to tell 
of her romance js thought to have 
led Mrs. Smith to tell about the 
plot, which included an agreement 
by Smith to return to her in a year 
or so after she collected the in- 
surance. 

The plot all but succeeded, as the 
body left in the automobile, being 
partly burned, was buried as that 
of Smith. It was later exhumed and 
found to be one obtained from 
some morgue after it had been 
prepared for burial. 

Smith could not be found for sev- 
eral months, but once he was al- 
most caught when he tried to meet 
his wife for a conference on a 
lonely road, near Perry. Months 
later he was found bound and 
gagged in a road. He told of hav- 
ing been kidnaped and held in a 
shanty. He refused to give any de- 
tails that would aid in solving his 
wanderings, and sat silently when 
attempts were made to get an ex- 
planation of the burning of his au- 
tomobile, or the presence of a 
body in the car. 

The Kansas woman finally came 
forward to identify Smith, an _ in- 
secticide manufacturer, as the man 
who had married her. Smith ad- 
mitted the illegal marriage, but 
made little comment about the 
courtship and ‘‘marriage.” He was 
removed from a psychopathic hos- 
pital to a cell, while his acts were 
further investigated. : 

Mrs. Smith said the plan was 
for Smith to disappear and that 
“it was up to me to bury him and 
collect the insurance.” After a 
year or two, the statement read, 
they were to “communicate some 
way and then live together again.” 

She never saw the body taken 
from the burned car, but it had 
been reported that she identified it 
as that of her husband. She buried 
it as- such and insisted he was 
dead. 

Mrs. Smith said she met, her hus- 
band once after his disappearance. 
She went to Fremont, Neb., June 
19 in response to a note from him. 
She and their young son spent the 
afternoon on a road near Fremont 
with Smith. 

Pauline Shaw, to whom Smith 
was married bigamously in Elgin, 
Kan., March 11, has returned to 
Kansas.

CANCELLATION OF FRENCH TAX 


One Newspaper Sees Connection 
With Legion of Honor Award to 
Mayor Walker.

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—Newspa- 
pers today said that the Hof- 
stadter committee, investigating 
New York City’s* government, 
would study the cancellation of 
$415,499 in unpaid taxes by the 
City’s Board of Estimate in fa- 
vor of France. 

One newspaper coupled the can- 
cellation with the award by the 
French government last week of 
the title of Commander of the Le- 
gion of Honor on Mayor Walker.

The board’s action, based on an 
act of the Legislature permitting 
cities to exempt from taxation land 
used by allies of the United States 
for war purposes, was. criticised

KING GEORGE CUTS PERSONAL 
OUTLAY $250,000 A YEAR 


Prince of Wales to Contribute $50,- 
000 to British Exchequer by 
Economizing on Expenses,

LONDON, Sept. 7.—King George 
notified Prime Minister MacDonald 
today that in accordance with his 
desire to share in the national 
economy campaign he intends to 
reduce his personal expenditure by 
$250,000 annitally. 

The Prince of Wales also will 
contribute $50,000 to the Ex- 
Chequer in a similar reduction. 

The King’s economy cut will be 
from the royal civil list, with 
Queen Mary and others sharing in 
the reduction in expenditure. The 
Prince of Wales’ contribution will 
be from his income from the 
Duchy of Cornwall. 


Annuities payable to the royal 
ifamily are known as the civil list, 
which is granted by Parliament. 
The civil list of the King and 
Queen amounts to * $2,350,000 a 


year, including their privy purse 


and salaries and the expenses of 
their household.

was officially announced today that 
the mutinous Chilean fleet had un- 
conditionally surrendered. 

The destroyer Flotilla submitted 


yesterday after a 20-minute bom. 
bardment by airplanes and the 
battleship La Torre, with the cruis- 
er O'Higgins, which had lain off 
Coquimbo since the beginning of 
the rebellion last week, got under 
way this afternoon, the Govern- 
ment announced, to surrender at 
Valparaiso.

VALPARAISO, Chile, Sept. 7. 
Five destroyers, bombed into sub- 
mission by the Chilean air forces 
yesterday, steamed into this port 
at dawn today and were formally - 
surrendered to the Government by 
the rebel crews which took them 
over last week. 

They are to be overhauled as 
speedily as possible and put into 
service for an attack on the heav- 
ier units of the fleet which have 


not yet surrendered. The battleship , 
La Torre and the cruiser O'Higgins 
were still holding out this morn-_ 
ing, but there was a general belief 
that they would submit before the 
day ended.

Rumanian Elected President

GENEVA, Sept. 7.—Great Brit- 


ain, France, Japan and Spain to- 
day asked the League of Nations 
assembly, which opened its twelfth 
session this morning, to invite Mex- 
ico to become a member of the 
league. The assembly will act on 
the request tomorrow. | 


This formality indicates that 
Mexico has made known a wish to 
become a member, but the prelim- 
inary ‘negotiations were conducted 
so quietly that today’s development 
came as a surprise. 

There had to be a special invi- 
tation, for Mexico was not includ- 
ed in the~ original list of states 
nominated for membership in 
1919. The omission was generally 
attributed to the fact that Presi- 
dent Wilson was not on good terms 
with the Mexican Government. 

Nicholas Titulescu, former Pre- 
mier of Rumania, was elected pres- 
ident of the assembly, and the 
meeting adjourned until tomor- 
row. 

Titulescu received 25 votes out 
of 49 cast for the _ presidency. 
Count Apponyi of Hungary got 20 
votes. Titulescu was president of 
the last assembly and the first man 
to be chosen to preside twice. 

The assembly opened with Act- 
ing President Allejandro Lerroux, 
Foreign Minister of Spain, calling 
on the Powers represented to “ar- 
rest the wave of pessimism which 
is sweeping the world.” 

Lerroux said it rested with the 
Governments to “insure co-ordina- 
tion of efforts in financial, eco- 
nomic and political domains to 
bring about a revival of confi- 
dence,” 

Some valuable contributions to 
international co-operation, he said, 
have been made outside the league 
in the past year. 

“The adjournment of reparations 
payments and war debts on the 
proposal of President Hoover, the 
London conferences, the conversa- 
tions in Paris, Berlin and Rome 
between German, American, Brit- 
ish, French and Italian statesmen, 
the action of the Bank for Inter- 
national Settlements, the work of 
the Basle committee of experts 
are all so many tokens of a desire 
for recovery and of a readiness to 
co-Operate,’’ he said. 

The League of Nations Council 
today received formal notification 
of the World Court’s ojinion on the 
proposed Austro-German Customs 
Union which was renounced last 
week by Dr. Julius Curtius for 
Germany and Dr. Johann Schober 
for Austria. In view of the decla- 
rations of the Foreign Ministers of 
the nations concerned, the council 
adopted without debate a resolu- 
tion to the effect that “‘there is no 
longer any occasion for the coun- 
cil to pursue this item further.” 

Earlier in the day Hungary's 
representative asked the council to 
study that nation’s financial condi- 
tion with a view to providing rem- 
edies, and the request was referred 
to the league's financial committee.

Certain Orientals Barred from Bus- 
iness, He Declares, for Break- 
ing Labor Laws.

NAUTILUS FINISHES 
SEASON’S EXPLORATION; 


OFF FOR SPITZBERGEN 
Continued From Page One. 


assistance. Last night I told how 
the Nautilus submerged on the 
northward journey when large 


areas of ice were encountered. In 
this manner we slid beneath the 
ice pack, sending the divided cakes 
slithering from the Nautilus’ meta] 
sides. 

In the open patches of water, 
our tanks were blown and we rest- 


ed with the superstructure’ well 
above the surface. There we 
stopped for scientific measure- 


ments and collections. 

The Arctic currents and a strong 
easterly wind carried us ever west- 
ward on our progress under power 
toward the northeast. 

We left the continental shelf ex- 
tending from Spitzbergen and came 
to deeper water more than 1000 
fathoms (6000 feet) deep. Then a 
ridge was encountered. It rose to 
near the surface, showing at the 
shallowest point a depth of less 
than 90 feet. Then we slipped into 
the Arctic basin, where depths of 
more than two miles were sounded. 

Four Layers of Water. 

We dropped our bottom sampler, 
collecting priceless samples. In 
these depths below us were four 
distinct layers of water. There was 
a cold layer at the top—more than 
two degrees below the freezing 
point of fresh water—then a warm 
layer. Another cold layer, and then 
a warm again. 

The lower warmth was doubtless 
due to the influence of the earth 
beneath the bottom of the ocean. 
Whether this warmth increases at 
greater depths near the North 
Pole, where the bottom of the sea 
is probably nearer the center of ihe 
earth than at any other point on 
the globe, is yet to be discovered. 

The ice pack was fairly loose on 
our path and was probably much 
broken even farther north, but, at 
about 450 miles from the pole, we 
came to heavier ice beneath which 
our ice drills shattered. 

It was too risky for us to venture 
farther north. Regretfully we 
turned southeastward, hoping in 
that direction to find conditions 
more suitable for continuing north. 
But the wind slackened, the tem- 
perature dropped and ice began to 
grip our boat inside and out.

Lowell Bayles Averages 
257 Miles an Hour in 
Tryout Before Premier 

_ Event at Cleveland.

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 7.—Low- 
ell Bayles of Springfield, Mass., in 
a trial for a new official speed rec- 
ord for land planes at the national 
air races today, averaged 257.408 
miles an hour. The weather was 
perfect for flying. He piloted the 
black and yellow Gee Bee sportster 
in which he averaged 267 miles an 
hour four times over a mile a 
week ago. 

Bayles on the three-kilometer 
course down wind made 271.142 
miles an hour. He was required 
to make four dashes. Against wind, 
on the second dash, Bayles went 
243.673. On the third dash, with 
the wind, he made 258.803. The 
fourth leg was not timed. His av- 
erage for the first two laps was 
approximately nine miles lower 
than the American record. 

Maj. James H. Doolittle, now 
holder of the _ transcontinental 
flight record, also had planned an 
assault on the world’s Jand plane 
mark, but he gave it up this morn- 
ing. Doolittle tried out a larger 
motor in his Laird biplane which 
he used in his record transconti- 
nental flight, hoping to increase his 
speed for the speed record flight, 
but he was not satisfied with the 
performance. 

Mechanics started to reinstall the 
old and smaller motor, so it would 
be ready for Doolittle to fly the 
plane this afternoon in the $15,000 
Thompson trophy race. Bayles, 
Doolittle and nine other flyers are 
entered in the Thompson event, the 
air speed classic of the year. The 
Thompson trophy race, 100 miles, 
will conclude the air races. 

Beats Time of Thompson Race. 

The low-wing monoplane which 
Bayles brought from Springfield, 
Mass., has not lost a race. Last 
Tuesday he speeded it along a mile 
straightaway 286 miles an hour. 
Yesterday 45,000 spectators saw 
Robert L. Hall, Springfield, Mass., 
pilot the plane to win the fastest 
closed course race ever run at the 
national air races. In a 60-mile 
free-for-all for men and women he 
went faster by about 20 miles an 
hour than the winner of the Thomp- 
son trophy race in Chicago last 
year. Hall, who averaged 222 miles 
an hour, also will pilot a Gee Dee 
in the race today. 

The crowds also want to see what 
Doolittle will do with his green 
and yellow Laird Solution biplane 
and its 420-horsepower Wasp mo- 
tor. On a mile straightaway Satur- 
day he drove his plane 272 miles 
an hour. His four-way average 
was 255 miles an hour. 

The world speed record of 273.8 
was set back in 1924 in France. 
The closest an American has come 
to it was 266. 

Another favorite in the Thomp- 
son competition, the red Wedell 
Williams monoplane, piloted by J. 
R. Wedell, Patterson, La., came up 
for attention yesterday when it 
closely trailed the Gee Bee in the 
50-mile free-for-all to finish sec. 
ond. It averaged 221 miles an 
hour, about 18% miles an hour 
faster than last year’s Thompson 
trophy winner. 

One Plane Withdrawn. 

The larger of the two San Fran- 
cisco “mystery planes” piloted by 
Ray Moore has been withdrawn 
from the race. After finishing the 
free-for-all, the plane stalled at 
40 feet and “pancaked” to the 
ground, breaking the _ retractible 
landing gear.

Apparently because of the deli- 
cate political situation here, au- 
thorities refused to grant permis- 
sion to a large delegation of 


Hindus to board the steamship 
Rajputana. It was said they were 
anxious to prevent the Indian inde- 
pendence movement from spread- 
ing to Egypt. 

Gandhi had advanced his usual 
Monday period of silence to Tues- 
day so he could respond to his 
countrymen. He had to be con- 
tent, however, with a small group 
of Egyptian citizens who showered 
him with gifts and presented Miss 
Madeline Slade, his English dis- 
ciple, with many bouquets. Goats’ 
milk. fruits, cereals, blankets, over- 
coats and shawls were among the 
offerings. 

“I wish this country all that she 
desires and is entitled to,”” he told 
his admirers. “I am sure nee ae 
real way to freedom for Egypt as 
well as for India lies in non- 
violence.” 

Correspondents who boarded the 
ship between Suez and Port Said 
were permitted to interview Gand- 
hi, but photographers were not al- 
lowed to take his picture. All vis- 
itors were examined closely by po- 
lice. 

Gandhi received a wireless mes- 
sage today from Fenner Brokway, 
militant Socialist champion of India, 
saying his English admirers were 
preparing a birthday party for him 
on Oct. 2, when the Mahatma will 
be 62 years old. 

Gandhi replied: “I don’t intend 
to participate in any social func- 
tions in London. Not even a din- 
ner in honor of an old man’s birth- 
day.”’

WALTER HUNTER LEAPS 
FROM BURNING PLANE 


Sparta, Ill., Flyer Saves Life in 
200-Foot--. Parachute 
Drop at Cleveland. 


By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, Sept. 7.—Walter 
Hunter of Sparta, Ill., was forced 
to jump from only 200 feet when 
something went wrong with the 
gas line of his plane and it caught 
fire at the national air races yes- 
terday. Hunter escaped with mi- 
nor burns, but his plane, which he 
was testing for the Thompson tro- 
phy race, was wrecked. The Sun- 
day crowd of 64,000, the largest of 
the week-old races, did not see 
Hunter “bail out.” 
“TI was flying at an altitude of 
about 250 feet,” said Hunter. 
“Suddenly my engine quit. I im- 
mediately switched on the reserve 
tank and it started again. Just then 
flames began to shoot back into 
the cockpit, burning my face and 
hands. 
“I then cut the switch and tried 
to bring the ship down with the 
rudder. However, the fire grew 
too hot for me, so somewhere be- 
tween 150 and 200 feet I bailed 
out.”’ 

The plane landed outside the 
field about 75 feet from Hunter. 

Hunter’s leap made him the 
fourth pilot to become a member of 
the Caterpillar Club—those who 
have saved their lives in parachute 
jumps—during the races which 
began a week ago Saturday. 
Lieutenants L. H. Sanderson and 
W. Brice of the United States Ma- 
rines leaped when their planes col- 
lided in maneuvers last Sunday, 
and Lieut. Thayer Olds of the Unit- 
ed States Army, did the same thing 
when his ship became disabled over 
the Lake Erie shore line Tuesday. 


Hunter Bought and Reconditioned 
Plane With $10,000 Savings. 
Walter Hunter is a pilot on the 
St. Louis-Omaha air mail route, 
and is one of the four flying Hun- 
ter brothers of Sparta, Ill., who still 
hold the official refueling endur- 
ance record. 
The plane he lost yesterday was 
his own property, purchased with 
savings at an outlay estimated by 
friends at about $10,000, including 
a new engine recently installed. 
The plane was the original Travel- 
Air “Mystery 8”, built more than 
two years ago.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
-PLANFREELUNCH 
FOR NEEDY PUPILS 


Board of Education Expect- 
ed to Approve . $25,000 
Expenditure at Tomor- 
row’s Session. 


An appropriation of $25,000 for 
providing free lunches for needy 
public schogl children during the 
coming school year is expected to 
be approved by the Board of Edu- 
cation tomorrow night. It has 
been approved by the Auditing and 
Supplies Committee. 

The money will come to Superin- 
tendent of Instruction Gerling 
from the surplus of about $75,000 
‘n the school lunchroom fund, 
which accumulated over a period of 


years. The board has been restrict- 
ed by law heretofore from giving 
food away or from utilizing the 
profit from its lunchrooms; there is 
a small profit because of the impos- 
sibility of exact balancing of costs 
and prices. A law advocated by 
Richard Murphy, a member of the 
board, and passed by the last Leg- 
islature, will become effective a 
week from today, permitting this 
profit to be applied against any 
deficits in the sale of lunches. 

Deficits will be created wherever 
principals decide that pupils are 
worthy of receiving free lunches. 
It is likely the board will provide 
an additional appropriation here- 
after, if the need becomes apparent. 
The business depression is respon- 
sible for this development. 

School officials found that some 
children were staying away from 
classes or were suffering em- 
barrassment for lack of food. Last 
December the board appropriated 
$5000 to equip several grade 
school lunchrooms, as previously 
it was not the practice to install 
these facilities in grade schools. 

Free Lunch Fund of $6622. 

To provide free lunches in these 
quarters, a fund of $6622 was sub- 
scribed by several organizations of 
school teachers and principals and 
several individuals. Lunchrooms 
were opened in the Madison, Clin- 
ton and Dewey grade schools for 


white children and the Lincoln 
School for Negroes. Needy pupils 
from the Pestalozzi, Peabody and 


Dumas schools also were sent, re- 
spectively, to the establishments in 
the Madison, Clinton and Lincoln 
schools. 

In addition, free lunches were 
given to the deserving in the lunch- 
rooms of the Elias Michael School 
for Crippled Children and the 
Turner Open Air School for Ne- 
groes, and at the lunchroom of the 
Vashon (Negro) High School free 
meals were provided for chosen 
students of the Waring Grade 
School. There was no free service 
at the lunchrooms in the five white 
high schools, Sumner (Negro) High 
School and Harris Teachers’ Col- 
lege. 

At the Madison, Clinton, Dewey 
and Lincoln schools the average 
number of free meals served on 
each school day was 1279, and the 
total number served was 31,099. A 
few older pupils gave assistance in 
the service in return for 4182 of 
these meals. The food was simple, 
but appetizing and nourishing. 

Additional lunchrooms have been 
equipped\ for the coming year in 
the Marquette and Cole grade 
schools, the latter a Negro institu- 
tion. 

Milk Stations Established. 

Another activity of the last 
school year was the establishment 
of milk stations in 19 schools where 
there were many undernourished 
children. At the morning recess 
each of these pupils received half 
a pint of milk and some graham 
crackers, in 110 school days, from 
Dec. 16 to May 29. The average 
number of boys and girls served 
daily was 11f1, and 85,203 half- 
pint bottles of milk and 6051 
pounds of crackers were used. 

There is a balance of $1296.46 in 
the $6622.15 fund contributed last 
year. The rest of it was used as 
follows: Free lunches, $2482.50; 
milk and crackers, $2843.19. 

The Council of Jewish Women 
also served milk and crackers in 
12 schools. This was given free to 
the needy and sold at cost to stu- 
dents who could afford to pay, the 
expense for that given away being 
$3043.88. The council used 219,- 
350 bottles of milk and 9438 pounds 
of crackers. At seven other schools

THE SITE OF ALOE PLAZA 


Work of Wrecking Three-Story 
Brick Structure to Be 
Started Soon. 

. Work of wrecking the last struc- 
ture remaining on the site of the 
Aloe Plaza, opposite Union Station, 
is expected to be carried out short- 
ly 


This is a three-story brick build- 
ing at 1821 Market street. Thomp- 
son’s restaurant, occupying the 
ground floor, was closed at 7 a. m. 
yesterday, to make way for the 
wreckers. The Mullanphy Emi- 
grant Relief Fund, which had its 
office on the upper stories, moved 
a week ago to 10 North Eighteenth 
street. 

The building stood on a 20-foot 
lot, owned by Harvey A. McCallis- 
ter of 5914A Clayton avenue. The 
whole plaza site, covering two city 
blocks bounded by Eighteenth, 
Twentieth, Market and Chestnut 
streets, was covered by a condem- 
nation suit, but without awaiting 
settlement of that case the. city 
made direct purchase of all the rest 
of the ground. McCallister, who 
had an income of $3000 a year 
from the Thompson company un- 
der a- lease expiring in 2014, de- 
clined to sell. 

On Aug. 20 the city paid into Cir- 
cuit Court $68,687.50, the condem- 
nation commissioners’ award for 
McCallister’s property, and gave the 
occupants 30 days’ notice to vacate. 
It was understood that McCallister 
and the Thompson company would 
agree as to the distribution  be- 
tween themselves of this award, in 
view of the restaurant’s lease in- 
terest. The city has a $50,000 ap- 
propriation for preliminary beauti- 
fication of the plaza, which may 
be used this autumn. 


the Children’s Lunch Association, 
continuing its practice of a num- 
ber of years, gave free lunches and 
milk to the deserving poor and 
sold these supplies to other chil- 
dren at cost. It served 11,884 
lunches and 9879 bottles of milk 
gratis. 

The Board of Education soon will 
open milk stations in several more 
schools, including the Rock Spring 
School. 

Emergency Sewing Center. 

Last January the board set up 
an emergency sewing center for 
older girls at the Clinton School, 
to provide undergarments and 
dresses for poor children, and at 
the same time to furnish practical 
domestic instruction. Cloth was 
donated from several sources, in- 
cluding a supply given through 
Richard Murphy, the board being 
prohibited from furnishing it. 

Several hundred garments were 
made, The board now is contem- 
plating opening several more sew- 
ing centers of this nature. It will 
furnish the equipment and look to 
donations for the supplies. It has 
been found that many school chil- 
dren also need shoes and stockings, 
but no provision has been made for 
such supplies. 

“The effects of distressing home 
conditions upon school attendance 
and achievement were very § evi- 
dent early this year,”’ said a school 
official. ‘‘Malnutrition, inadequate 
clothing and emotional instability 
due to the economic strain under 
which parents were laboring had a 
marked effect on the ability of 
many pupils to cope with school] 
requirements. Many cases of dis- 
cipline were traced to the poor 
housing and feeding of children or 
to broken homes as a result of try- 
ing economic conditions.”

Washington Star said today the ar- 
rest of Henry O. Hart and Patrick 


J. Clancy in Atlantic City was be- 
lieved to have been made in an 
effort to locate the assets of G. 
Bryan Pitts, former head of the F. 
H. Smith Co., an investment house. 

Pitts is now in jail pending an 
appeal from a sentence on charges 
of conspiring to embezzle $5,0vv, 
000 of Smith company funds and 
destroy certain records. Hart was 
Pitts’ confidential agent and Clan- 
cy is a chauffeur. 

Internal revenue agents shortly 
after Pitts’ trial seized all of Pitts’ 
available property in an attempt to 
satisfy a claim for $2,000,000 in 
back income taxes. 

They were said to have surprised 
Hart Saturday in an attempt to 
cash some investment building bond 
coupons and took $189,000 worth 
from him at the time, presumably, 
the Star said, on the theory that 
the bonds belonged to Pitt.s 

Hart was indicted recently on a 
charge of “aiding in the commis- 
sion of perjury,” a charge based 
upon the introduction of alleged 
fraudulent requisitions in an  at- 
tempt to justify the taking by Pitts 
of money which the Government 
claimed was embezzzled.

The Surplus Cotton Scare. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
FARMER down in Arkansas, who has 


considerable philosophy and a rather 
accurate estimate of politicians and po- 
litical bureaus, writes of the present sit- 
uation as follows: 

“It is really amusing, as well as dis- 
gusting, to hear the political parasites 
over the country trying to tell what the 
farmers ought to do with their crops 
after they are made. If zou would cut 
these political advisers off from the po- 
litical ‘feed trough’ and leave them to 
their own reso-irces, they would starve 
to death in a pile before the middle of 
winter. 

“They set out with their big ideas to 
set the price of our wheat and cotton 
away up, and they have gotten cotton 
away up to 6 cents per pound, and wheat 
clear up to 25 cents a bushel. Look 
around and see what effect their big 
ideas have had on the country and busi- 
ness in the cities. When you get down 
to it, the farmers don’t want their ad- 
vice and interfering. 

“Right now, just let the cotton business 
drop. Quit harping about it and call- 
ing attention to the big surplus. If you 
have got something to sell, the way to 
get a good price for it is not to advertise 
to the world that you have stacks of it 
and will starve to death unless you sell 
it right away. It is not impossible for 
the Government to have over-estimated 
the crop by a couple or three million 
bales. Its estimate has varied that much 
before, 

“We cut the acreage 10 per cent this 
year, and will cut it more next, but now 
that the crop is being harvested and is 
almost made, we don’t propose to destroy 
one-third of it. Thcrre is not necessar- 
ily going to be a c..lamity. Calamities 
comeé when you raise nothing, and things 
are scarce; not when barns and bins are 
bursting with plenty. 

“This year nature has smiled broadly 
here in Arkansas. There are big crops 
of corn, peas, potatoes and fruits 
and vegetables of all kinds. Nearly every 
farm has got meat and good prospects 
for eotton. I believe if the Farm Board 
and loud-speaker politicians would let 
the farmer alone, everything would work 
out all right. We might just as well 
have some su-plus cotton as anything 
sise. It keeps better than most crops 
I know of, and we are going to try to 
keep all we can’t sell. 

“If the Governors of states that are 
so much distressed about our big cotton 
crop will appoint a board of three farm- 
srs for each state to cut out useless 
boards, loafing emp‘oyes, and unneces- 
sary county and state expenses, we will 
not have such heavy taxes and will be 
able to run our schools nine months in 
the year, beginning now.

Organized Labor’s Plight.

However, he and his colleague, Mat- 
thew Woll, spend too much energy in 
electing to power capitalist parties like 
the Republican and the Democratic, and 
these A. F. of L. leaders deny to labor 
the unquestionable right to have a sepa- 
rate political power to back trade union- 
ism. They prefer to beg for crumbs 
from the rich man’s table of plenty in- 
stead of making labor unionism free and 
independent with a political power (po- 
litical party) to back their demands. 
Begging is not dignified, and brings no 
permanent results. It is an insult to 
labor which produces the wealth while 
capital collects that wealth and distrib- 
utes it as the capitalistic groups direct. 

In the past Messrs. Green and Woll 
have assured the laboring masses that 
protection could be obtained by voting 
for candidates in state and nation “‘fa- 
vorable” to labor measures, But they 
forget that administration of law is 99 
per cent, while the law without adequate 
support, sympathy and aggressive en- 
forcement, amounts to about 1 per cent. 

Now where does trade unionism find 
itself? It is just about as. helpless as 
unorganized labor, and all because it has 
refused to organize politically so ag to 
protect the past gains it has made by 
collective bargaining.

accomplishments of which American labor can 


well be proud. 
To begin with, the half century includes the found- 
ing of the American Federation of Labor and its 
dedication to the shorter working day and the 
abolition of discrimination on account of creed, 
color or nationality. Wherever - representatives 
of working men got together in the eighties 
and nineties, the abuses of labor that had 
come with the industrial age were attacked, as well 
they needed to be. Men worked from sun to sun and 
longer. Children followed their father's steps to mills 
and factories and were denied the advantages of edu- 
cation. The script system of payment of wages in- 
\stead of legal currency was in widespread usage, 
in many instances beiNg operated to the financial 
disadvantage of the employes and in many others 
placing the workers in a condition which amounted 
to little better than bondage. Laborers were recruit- 
ed in foreign countries and brought to the United 
States under contract. 
As the years passed the view that labor was more 
than an economic abstraction functioning mechan- 
ically in production and distribution, began to gain 
ground. One by one the states enacted laws making 
the education of children compulsory. Working days 
were shortened and workers and their families began 
to live. Those who toiled in the various trades and 
crafts got together, formed organizations, chose their 
leaders and representatives. Collective bargaining 
came into being and whereas employers formerly had 
been able to deal as they wished with disorganized 
and powerless individuals, they began to realize a 
new day had dawned and that labor was coming into 
its own with a human factor that could not be de- 
nied. 
The old concept that labor legislation restricted 
freedom of contract passed, but not without travail 
that reached to the judiciary’s deepest depths. In 
1895 the Illinois Supreme Court relied on that lais- 
sez-faire philosophy to declare unconstitutional an 
eight-hour law for women. But so great was the 
progress of the humanistic view that within little 
more than a decade the United States Supreme Court 
upheld a similar law in Oregon, all thanks to one 
of the court’s present and most distinguished mem- 
bers (Brandeis) who marshalled the now classic brief 
of evidence in behalf of the statute’s necessity. 
Laws were obtained to improve working conditions. 
Light, temperature and sanitation were taken into 
account. The safety, health and general welfare of 
workers began to be considered. By law machinery 
was guarded and by law those injured in industry 
were compensated for their misfortunes. State la- 
bor bureaus came into being. In President Cleve- 
land’s first administration a National Bureau of La- 
bor was created which, when President Wilson came 
into office, became a full fledged Department of La- 
bor with its head a member of the Presidential Cab- 
inet. With the growth of State industrial commis- 
sions, uniting in one authority the administration of 
labor laws and kindred legislation, it hecame the en- 
lightened practice of legislatures to allow the execu- 
tive agencies to keep constantly in mind changing 
times and conditions. 
Thus, the gains since the first Labor day have 
been of momentous consequence. In the history of 
toil no other period so short has brought about such 
reforms. Labor may well observe the golden anni- 
versary of its day. What of the look ahead? Nothing 
is truer than the fact that many of the most import- 
ant problems are uNsolved. Yet in the record of the 
past lies the future’s hope. The 16-hour working day 
and the sweat shop seemed unconquerable obstacles. 
The same devotion to the common good which sur- 
mounted them will in time solve labor problems of 
the present day and, when they are gone, solve in 
turn the problems which rise in their stead. 
For, as Lord Acton said, the battle is never done 
and the field is never quiet, the truth of which no 
one knows better than the working man

Let it fail in any one, and it be- 
comes a fraud and an impostor, unworthy of its 
name. 
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PROFIT-SHARING IN BUSINESS. 
Disclosure of the Bethlehem Steel Corporation’s 
system of huge secret bonuses to executives, and its 
subsequent reform, give George F. Johnson, presi- 
dent of the Endicott-Johnson Shoe Co., an opportun- 
ity to restate to his employes the policy of that con- 
cern. By comparison, it shines out like a prairie 
fire alongside a lightning bug. Mr. Johnson says:

My own theory is, that when the executives 
have had a salary sufficient to pay them for 
their labor, and when the stockholders have had 
interest in the shape of dividends, sufficient to 
pay them for the risk of their capital—that the 
surplus profits (if any) should be divided be- 
tween those who take the risk (the common 
stockholders) and those who do the work (the 
working people). 


In the use of this plan, the company’s workers have 
received $13,346,000 in the last 12 years. True, in 
the last two years there have been only slight sur- 
plus profits to divide, but Mr. Johnson assures his 
workers that the plan is still in force and effect. 
There is nothing of philanthropy or fanatical ideal- 
ism about this profit-sharing scheme. . The employe 
incurs risks equally with the stockholders, for -he 
suffers a loss in deprivation of wages when business 
is poor and the stockholder receives decreased divi- 
dends, or none. Unemployment insurance from re- 
serve funds set aside by corporations is one remedy; 
another is such a profit-sharing plan. The risk of 
capital, the skill of management and the labor of 
employes contribute to making profits possible. It is 
only fair that all should share in the fruits of suc- 
cessful business. Such bonus systems as Bethlehem 
has abolished lose sight of the employer’s duty to his 
men. Endicott-Johnson operates on a system of s0- 
tial justice, and can teach an important lesson to the 
capitalist system as a whole. 

A DEFENSE OF THE SLOTH. 
Forest Park zoo’s two-toed sloth died, not as 
the result of loneliness, homesickness or a broken 
heart, but from the definite pathological cause of 
gastric ulcers. Evidently he picked the wrong trees 
to hang from, with the result that he obtained the 
wrong diet.

Legend makes Briand a devoted fisherman, a reader of detective stories, with a violin- 
cello voice; in truth, however, he dislikes to fish, reads history and travel, and his 
vuice has no such timbre; appearance reminds one of an old rock, beaten by storm 
into beauty; gave to politics the use of suggestion and quality of conversation.

VERY public man, whether statesman, 
E writer or prize-fighter, has two personal- 

ities. One is legendary, and is made up 
of anecdotes distorted by enemies, virtues 
invented by friends, and two characteristics 
exaggerated by caricature or flattery. The 
other personality is real; it will almost al- 
ways be found the more simple and human 
of the two. There are human’ beings who 
have been betrayed by their own legendary 
personalities. Disraeli is an example, Oth- 
ers, like Washington, Gladstone and Cool- 
idge, were fortunate enough to see favor- 
able legends take shape around them. But 
few men have played with a dangerous 
legend with more adroitness than that great 
artist of politics, Aristide Briand. 

What would you know about Briand if 
you knew nothing about him—that is, if 
you were the average French voter who 
reads the newspapers and listens to political 
discussions in a village cafe. You would 
know that he has been Minister 25 times, 
that he spends his leisure on his estate at 
Cocherel, that his favorite pastime is fish- 
ing. You would know that he is extremely 
lazy, that he never reads anything but de- 
tective novels, and that he incessantly 
smokes cigarettes. You would know that in 
his youth he has been a Socialist.

But how would you explain the interna- 
tional prestige of this fisherman? You 
would answer that Briand possessed ‘‘an- 
tennae.” You would not understand this 
yourself very well, but would have an ob- 
scure sentiment of what you were driving 
at. “He senses the reaction of his hearers 
with such delicacy,” you would explain, 
“that he immediately turns his discourse 
into the channels necessary to convince 
them. This he finds doubly easy, since not 
only has he antennae, but a voice like a 
violoncello as well.”” Such are the indis- 
pensable properties to the construction of 
this enigmatic and powerful personage, 
which is Briand of the legend. 

I am compelled to inform you without 
further delay that the real Briand is some- 
thing entirely different. He never fishes; 
there is nothing which bores him more. 
He reads a great deal (chiefly travel books 
and history) and if he has a rich voice, I 
have never remarked that it had the timbre 
of a violoncello, What is curious is that 
the real Briand knows better than anyone 
else the Briand of the legend and does noth- 
ing to destroy him. He finds this alter ego 
very useful. Often he talks about him, as 
Charlie Chaplin talks about the “pathetic 
little man” of the silver screen. 

“Why,” he says, “do you want me to tell 
the public that I am not a fisherman? A 
fisherman is a sympathetic figure.” I would 
not be at all surprised if, from time to 
time, without seeming to do so, he himself 
quite consciously adds an anecdote or two 
to the legend, 

But, then, what is the real Briand? What 
would you observe if you were to have 
luncheon with him? You would see a large 
man enter the room, a little stooped, with a 
deeply lined face. You would be reminded 
of an old rock, beaten by the storm, which 
had taken on a crude beauty. From the 
momegnt that Briand spoke, this impression

would grow stronger. You would realize 
that this man had seen Many things, had 
been g0 attacked flattered, exalted, de- 
feated, courted, that a boundless skepticism 
had finally tempered vanity and ambition, 
plumbing in him profound depths of good 
sense and (you would feel) goodness. Then 
you would listen attentively, for he is an 
excellent reconteur.

‘IT am accused,” he would say, ina 
drawling voice, “of using conversation for 
political ends, but I believe that if my po- 
litical life has had any merit at all, it is 
in having brought to politics the quality of 
conversation. All the others were slaves 
to outworn formulas. 
now, you must be simple and natural.’ 

“When Ghancellor Luther came the first 
time to speak with Chamberlain and myself, 
I took them both to a restaurant. Luther, 
who was excited, began to make a speech. 
I said to him, ‘No, let’s save that for Parlia- 
ment. We are here for a peaceful luncheon 
and, if you have things to tell us, even dif- 
ficult and complicated things, let us have 
them in simple language.’ He smiled, and 
immediately we became human beings again. 

‘‘However, when you follow that method, 
you don’t get a reputation for being a very 
great politician. What the bourgeois: public 
loves is a man who carries himself like a 
holy prophet and who always has the air 
of having just come from a funeral. It 
would be marvelous if one could wear this 
mask, and remain the while gay under- 
neath, but that isn’t easy.”’ 

Briand believes in the suggestive power 
of words. When he launched the“formula, 
“United States of Europe,” it did not con- 
tain, even for him, anything precise. ‘‘Some- 
thing will crystallize around these words,” 
he said. Of course this method exasperates 
exact minds, 

His antennae keep Him in touch with the 
crowds; his “violoncello voice’ conserves 
his prestige in the chamber. When the 
statesmen of the entire world entered the 
Assembly of the League of Nations, it was 
Briand who received the warrinest acclaim. 
Which Briand? The fisherman of the leg- 
end, or the poet? I begin to believe they 
are one.

Calls Here on Business, 


But It’s Real Estate Now 


Former Beak Rabies Locke 


More Like a Frontier 
Peace Officer Than the 


Shifty-Eyed Gangsters of 
Today. 


Emmett Dalton, last survivor of 
the Dalton gang, notorious outlaws 


of the old Indian Territory days, 
came to town on a little business 
trip Saturday, but he came without 
his pistols and departed without a 
posse on his heels. It wasn't that 
way in the old days when Emmett 
Dalton came to town on business. 
But times have changed since then. 
So has Dalton's business. 

The one-time bank robber, train 
robber and allround desperado it 
now operating peaceably and prof- 
itabuy as a real estate dealer of 
Hollywood, Cal. There is more 
money in real estate than thore 
ever was in bank robbing, he says, 
but that wasn't the only reason he 
changed occupations, 

He came back here to look after 
his interests as a stockholder in the 
Warsaw Land Co., an Ozark devcl- 
opment concern of Warsaw, Mo. If 
things look promising, he says, ho 
is going to move back to Missouri, 
his native state, and spend his re- 
maining days here. He left Mis- 
souril when he was 8 years old. That 
was 62 years ago. 


Looks Like a Peace Officer. 

Tall, straight and rugged, Dalton 
belies his 60 years. He also belies 
his formerly evil reputation. There 
is something about his square jaws, 
his steady gray eyes and calm, de- 
liberate manner that suggests the 
traditional frontier peace officer. 
There is not much that suggests the 
outlaw. But outlaws of the old 
Southwest were different from the 
shifty-eeyed gangsters of today. The 
same description would have fitted 
Cole Younger, Dalton’s first cousin. 

Emmett Dalton’s outlaw days, of 
course, ended long ago and he paid 
for them with 14 years’ imprison- 
ment. The two other Dalton boys 
of the gang, Bob and Grat; paid 
with their lives. The day of reck- 
oning was Oct. 5, 1892. Old timers 
still recall the occasion as the fam- 
ous Coffeyville raid. 

Five outlaws rode into Coffey- 
ville, Kan., on that October morn- 
ing to rob the town’s two banks. 
Only one rode out. That was Em- 
mett. He rode out on a train, with 
handcuffs on his wrists, headed 
for the Kansas State Penitentiary 
at Lansing. Bob and Grat and two 
other members of the band, Dick 
Broadwell and Bill Powers, stayed 
in town. They are still there, bu- 
ried in the Coffeyville Cemetery. 

Four Citizens Also Killed, 

Besides the four robbers, four 
citizens were killed in the street 
fight that ensued when the bandits 
attempted to make a Gash for their 
horses. Three other citizens were 
wounded. Emmett was wounded, 
too. He got 22 buckshot well dis- 
tributed over his back and a rifle 
bullet through the right arm, The 
wound in the arm never healed 
properly and still troubles him, he 
says. 

Emmett had the loot—$23,000 of 
it—in a grain sack. He had come 
through the firing still on his feet, 
and had reached his horse. He had 
a clear field ahead when he looked 
back and saw Bob fall mortally 
wounded. In the face of a score 
of rifles and pistols, all now con- 
centrating their fire on him, he 
rode back to give Bob a helping 
hand. He had arrived at the side 
of the wounded man and was 
reaching down to lift him on the 
horse when a charge of buckshot 
caught him in tne back. 

“If IY had been sitting up 
straight,” he relates now, “I would 
have been killed. As it was, the 
shot went in at an angle and did 
not penetrate deeply.” 

His Story of the Raid. 

The ex-desperado gives a graphic 
account of the Coffeyville fight. 

“There were two banks in the 


ltown and we determined to take 


them simultaneously,” he relates. 
“Rob and I chose the First Nation- 
al and the other three went into 
the C. M. Condon Bank. We got 
along all right in the First National 
and sacked up $22.000. But there 
was a clever cashier on the job in 
the Condon bank and he put over 
a fast one. When the boys tried to 
make him open the safe he said the 
time lock was on and wouldn't open 
for three minutes. As a matter of 
fact, there was no time lock, but 
he convinced Grat and the others 
there was and they said: ‘All richt, 
we'll wait three minutes.’ That 
was what ruined us. 

“Citizens had seen us go into the 
banks armed with rifles and pistols 
and knew we were robbers. They 
spread the alarm and apparently 
every man in town ran for a gun. 
Before the three minutes were up 
the armed citizens were firing into 
both banks. I held on to W. H. 
Sheppard, teller in the First Na- 
tional, and made him let me out a 
back door with the money. When 
we all got out it seemed to me 
there were as least 300 men shoot- 
ing at us, but I didn’t stop te count 
them. The firing sounded like 
corn popping in a skillet. 

“T had been shot in the arm. 
Broadwell had been shot in the 
hip. Grat and Powers were 
sprawled out dead. I heard a bul- 
let hit Bob and he sagged down 
against a fence. I got to my horse 
and started to ride out through 
an alley when I remembered Bob 
was back there helpless. I rode 
back and it was all over pretty 
soon after that.” 

Cashier Now His Friend. 

Emmett was sentenced to life 
imprisonment as a result of the 
Coffeyville affair. but was par- 
doned in 1907, He traveled for 4

time lecturing and exhibiting a moe 
tion picture, “Beyond the Law,” in 
which he played a role himself. 
Then he went to Hollywood and 
entered the real estate business, 
Recently he branched out and bee 
came an author. His book of rem- 
iniscence, “When the Daltons 
Rode,” was published last January 
by Doubleday Doran. 

Of all those who took part in the 
Coffeyville fight, Dalton says, only 
one other, so far as he knows, sur- 
vives besides himself. That man 
is W. H. Sheppard, the bank teller 
who let him out the back door, 
Sheppard is now president of the 
Sheppard Realty Service at Spring- 
field, Mo. 

“Sheppard and I became better 
acquainted in later years,” he re- 
lates, “and have been fast friends 
for a long time. I am going down 
to Springfield tomorrow to pay him 
a visit.” 

Dalton is accompanied on his 
Missouri trip by his wife, who was 
Julia Johnson, his childhood sweet- 
heart. She waited for him dure 
ing the 14 years he was in prison 
and married him on his release,

Ernst Udet, Germany‘s ranking 
living war ace and representing his 
country on the European. stunt 
team performing at the races. 

Between the two, from smiling 
short Udet to dark haired and 
dapper Wanamaker, passed a me- 
mento of that fight. It was a pic- 
ture frame in which was mounted 
a section of fabric from the tail 
of Wanamaker’s plane which Udet 
shot down July 2, 1918. Wana- 
maker, at that time a Lieutenant 
with the 27th squadron of the first 
pursuit group, told the story of the 
fight. 

“I was in one of nine Nieuports 
under command of Fred Norton,” 
he said, “flying south of Chateau- 
Thierry at 1600 meters above a 
haze, Suddenly we met 11 enemy 
planes. We didn’t know it was the 
famous Richtofen flying circus 
then. 

“Norton decided to lead us into 
battle and I turned on a German 
who was diving on one of the 
American planes. Just as I was 
ready to let go a burst from my 
machine guns, a tracer bullet 
streaked past my nose. A glance 
over my shoulder showed a Ger- 
man pilot less than 60 feet away. 
Bullets riddled my plane and the 
only thing to do was to dive. I 
dropped in a spin, hoping he would 
think my plane was out of con- 
trol and leave me. 

“But every time I would straight- 
en out, he would be waiting for

Building P Progress. 
“That portion of the Federal pro- 
gram of aid to unemployment com- 
prised in the great expansion of 
public buildings under the Treas- 
ury Department,” the President 
said, “shows the following progress 
since the report of July 15. 

“There are a total of 750 projects 
which have so far been specifically 
authorized and 164 firms of archi- 
tects are engaged in plans and su- 
pervision.”’ 
The President summarized prog- 
ress of the program as follows: 
“1, A total of 115 buildings . 
have been completed at a total cost 
of $39,869,569. Three buildings 
have. been completed during the 
past month. 
“2. There were 229 buildings in 
construction at the first of Septem- 
ber by contract, at an estimated 
cost of $181,393,100, there having 
been 37 contracts let during the 
last month of a total value in ex- 
cess of $25,000,000. 
“3. There are 65 projects in 
which sites have been arranged, 
drawings are completed, for which 
construction contracts have been 
invited, of a total estimated cost of 
$19,319,600. 

Work in Sight for 100,000. 

“4. There are 202 projects in 
which sites have been selected and 
on which plans are now under way

OUIMET WILL BE 
CAPTAIN OF 1932 
GOLF CUP TEAM

CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—Francis 


Oulmet, as a result of his great 
come-back to recapture the nation- 
al amateur golf championship, has 
clinched the honor of being captain 
of the United States Walker Cup 
team for the matches with Great 
Britain in 1932 in this country, 

Probably he would have been 
asked to undertake the assignment, 


anyway, but his brilliant triumph 
at Beverly over a field of youngs- 
ters makes it doubly fitting for the 
popular Bostonian to occupy anoth- 
er role relinquished by Bobby 
Jones. 

Ouimet has been a member of 
every American Walker Cup team 
since the international matches 
first were begun in 1922. He is the 
only player enjoying this distinc- 
tion. Jones did not compete at 
St. Andrews in 1923. 

At the age of 38, Oulmet has ac- 
complished one of the greatest 
comebacks in American sport. 
When he downed the Chicago dis- 
trict champion, Jack Westland, on 
Baturday by 6 and 6 in the final 
round of the national.amateur 
championship, it was the sevyen- 
teenth anniversary to the day and 
hour, of his conquest over JerOme 
D. Travers for the title at Man- 
chester, Vermont, in 1914. 
Ouimet’s triumph stands out like 
a beacon on the rockbound coast 
for two big reasons. He was the 
only survivor of the “old guard” 
to carry on the fight for age and 
experience. Like a college profes- 
sor, Oulmet took on five youngs- 
ters in succession, averaging about 
22 years in age, and gave them 
lessons. 

Oulmet and George Voigt of New 
York, were the only members of 
the 1930 Walker Cup team to qual- 
ify and George passed out of the 
picture in the fitst round at the 
hands of a college star, Dick Mar- 
tin.
